MONEY IN MINES. 


A Week of Surpri.ai in the Hlitory of 


Cripple Oaaek Gold dump. 


DBNVEB, Col, Oct 31.—The past 


week has been a surprising one in the 
Cripple Greek gold camp, and at least 
one big discovery has been made. The 
camp is all excitement over the won- 
derful strike made in the Eclipse mine 
Saturday. The Eclipse is located in 
Ecqua gulch, and has been—a regu-

was nothing in the character of the ore 
to prepare the men who were taking It 
out for the wonderful stuff that was 
uncovered Saturday. At a depth of 
ninety-five feet a vein of white talo 
and crystalized quartz was encoun- 
tered, the vein being apparently about 
four feet in width. The ore Js full of 
rusty gold, some of it being in large 
cubes which even old miners prononnce 
the most wonderful display of free gold 
they have ever seen.

There is much to indicate that this 


camp will be what expert mining men 
have been claiming all along, the gce&t- 
est gold camp in the world. There are 
now over thirty shipping mines and 
the advent of the railroad will double 
tho number. 


One of the biggest strikes in the his- 


tory of Creede camp has been made in 
the Holy Moses, the original mine of 
Creede. It is a four-foot vein of good 
ore with an eighteen-inch streak run- 
ning 11,000 a ton. The,Moses will at 
once become one of the big- shippers of 
the camp. 


The Mollie Gibson mine at Aspen 'is 


displaying marvelous capacity again 
tliis month, and is marketing some of 
the richest ore ever taken from a silver 
mine in the world. It is as possible for 
the mine to produce $500,000 per month 
as it is $100,000. The owners, however, 
seem satisfied to pay a regular monthly 
dividend of $150,000.

NEW YOKE, Oct. 31.—Congressman 


Breckinridge, of Kentucky, is stopping 
at the Hoffman house. He came to 
New York to speak at a mass meeting 
in Brooklyn. 


"What do yon think of toe outlook?" 


he was asked to-day. 


"I regard it as an indication of Cleve- 


land's election. I don't think there is 
any doubt about it. I have carefully 
looked over the situation and this la 
my conclusion. The chances in this 
state, which is no doubt the pivoted 
state, are decidedly in our favor, 
I do not expect that we shall lose a sin- 
gle southern state on account of the 
populist or any coalition. West Vir- 
ginia is the only 
stats in that 


section that is at all in the doubt- 
ful list, but the outlook thero is 
hopeful. It has been a quiet cam- 
paign—a campaign of education—and 
if Cleveland is elected it will be on the 
issue of tariff reform, upon which the 
voters have been thoroughly enlight- 
ened. I do not know what the situa- 
tion in tho west is, as I have not visited 
that part of the country." 


Congressman Breckinridge was asked 


if he had anything to say about his 
declination of the invitation to speak nt 
the dedication 
of the World's fair 


buildings. 


"Nothing at all," he replied. "That 


question is a dead issue." 


Ho expressed himself as emphatically 


against opening the World's fair on 
Sunday after congress had voted that 
it should be closed, but he declinod to 
discuss the question that has been 
raised as to the right of congress to 
legislate or interfere in religious ob- 
servance, or the observance of Sunday. 


Would-Be Lynohers Foiled. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 31.—Twenty 


citizens of Ballard, a suburb of this 
city, hunted Friday night for Police- 
man Thomas Henry, who had been 
tried here for murder in the second de- 
gree, intending to lynch him, but Henry 
was not at his home. The mayor of 
Ballard was at Henry's home with a 
well-armed posse, and there wonld 
have been bloodshed if an attack had 
been made. Late in the evening Henry 
went back to his home prepared to ne- 
fend his life if attacked, but the citi- 
zens did not attempt to molest him. 
Henry was afraid to go to Ballard last 
night, and remained at the sheriff's 
office in this city.

lynching of Allen Parker, colored, near 
Monroeville Saturday night. He had 
been arrested for burning a giriliouso 
and fifteen bales of cotton, and was 
being taken to jail by one deputy. Two 
miles from town a mob of twenty 
masked men met the officer and took 
the prisoner from him. Parker con- 
fessed and was hanged to a tree. The

tune estimated at *3,flOO,000. 


BEnr.ru, Oct. 81.—The speech of Em- 


peror William at the Wittenburg cele- 
bration to-day will be of a politico-relig- 
ious nature. It will touch gingerly on 
the relations of church and state and 
will emphasize his opinion that evan- 
gelical monarchs, notably of the house 
of Hohenzollern, have always made the 
protections of religious liberty and tho 
toleration of heterodoxy one of the 
most conspicuous features of their do- 
mestic policies. Should the emperor 
make the last mentioned avowal un- 
equivocally, he will discourage, the 
Lutheran zealots who are trying to 
drive Prof. Barnacle from "the chair of 
theology hi the Berlin university be- 
cause he does not believe in the im- 
maculate conception. 


The city of Wittenburg has been 


decorated magnificently in honor of to- 
day's anniversary. Triumphal arches 
have been erected at tl o Elster Thor, 
and the Augustenm, the Collegien- 
strasse, Luther's house, Melanchthon's 
house, the Electoral place, the infantry 
barracks, and the whole market place 
are trimmed with great masses of fiags 
and bunting. Luther's bust is in every 
shop window and his picture is hung 
on nearly every private house. Des- 
pite the chilliness of the weather hun- 
dreds of peasants who had walked to 
the olty were obliged to sleep last night 
in the fields or in temporary sheds. 
Hotels ana houses are overflowing. 


Dr. Luther, a physician, descended 


from the great reformer, has gone to 
Wittenburg to represent the Luther 
family at the consecration service. The 
mayors of Hamburg, Luebeck and Bre- 
men left yesterday afternoon to repre- 
sent at the celebration the old free 
cities. 


Lutheran churches throughout Ger- 


many were crowded at all services yes- 
terday, and all Lutheran clergymen 
preached reformation-day sermons. 


The Trafalgar Square Demonstration. 
LONDON. Oct. 31.—The socialist com- 


mittee of six appointed to arrange the 
Trafalgar square meeting on Novem- 
ber 8, the anniversary of "Bloody Sun- 
day," has formulated 
a resolution 


which will be presented and undoubt- 
edly passed at all platforms on that 
day. The resolution affirms that the 
number of unemployed workingmen in 
the United Kingdom, and especially 
in London, is increasing with alarming 
rapidity; that the suffering during the 
coming winter is likely to be unprece- 
dented, and that, therefore, the imper- 
ial government, county councils and 
all other bodies of authorities ought to 
prepare to supply employment on 
needed public works. 


The Trafalgar square meeting is be- 


ing boomed and organized by H. M. 
Hindman, J. Hunter Watts, Shaw Max- 
well and other conspicuous social demo- 
crats. The fund for the demonstration 
is under tho care of William Saunders, 
and he reports that the contributions 
have far exceeded expectations. 


Lost on the Steamer Boumanla. 


LONDON, Oct. 81.—The Anchor line 


people say that the steamer Boumania, 
wrecked off the Portuguese coast last 
week, carried but forty-six passengers 
and sixty-six men In her crew. Eight 
of 
the 
passengers were children. 


Among the other passengers drowned 
were Lady Johnson and baby. Miss 
Burbrldge, daughter of Canon Bur- 
bidge, of Liverpool; Eev. Mr. Molkin, a 
Westleyan missionary; Miss Dunlop, re- 
cently graduated in medicine in Glas- 
gow; Mrs. Boulflower, who was ac- 
companied by her four children, and 
Mrs. 
Thompson, a bride. All but one 


of the married women in the cabin 
were going to India to join their hus- 
bands. 


Death of the Queen ot Wurtombarg. 
BERLIN, Oct. 81.—A dispatch from 


Stuttgart announces the death of the 
queen of Wurtembcrg. 


The dispatch in question probably 


does not refer to the consort of the 
reigning king of Wurtembcrg, but 
Queen Olga, widow of the' late King 
Charles I. The latter has been reported 
as ailing for several weeks, and several 
times was thought to be dying. She 
was the Grand Duchess Olga of Russia, 
being the sister of Alexander T. and 
aunt of the present czar. She was 
bonrin 1822, and was married in St. 
Petersburg at the age of 34. She led a 
poor life with her husband, tho most 
abandoned creature that has worn a 
crown in Europe.

She ran from the room and 
an instant later a second shot was 
heard. Ai'.er a brief space there was a 
third shot, tho foil of a body, and all 
was silent 


Mrs. 
Bartlett ran to the window and 


screamed for help 
Neighbors quickly 


responded 
They entered tho bed- 


room and saw Miss Carpenter lying on 
tho floor near tho closet door with a 
bullet through her brain. They went 
to tho kitchen next where they found 
Bartlett stretched out on his back, 
stone dead, with a bullet also in his 
brain 


Miss Carpenter camo hero recently 


from Evansville, Ind , where she had a 
widowed mother 
Barttctt was 48 


years old. Ilo was a good machinist.

The atate tax rate for tbe year 1892 has 


been computed by GOT. Fifer and Auditor 
Psvey, and,' aa 
his been true for 


several years past, it is lower this year 
than before. 
The rate this year for 


general reuenue purposes IB 18>,< cents 
on the hundred dollars, and for school 
purposes 2% centa on the hundred 
dollars. 
This makes the total rate 31 


cents on every hundred dollars' valuation 
ot property in the state, or two cents 
lower than the rate of last year, in spite 
ot the state expenses for the world's fair. 
The expenditures m the general depart- 
ments of the state government have been 
lowered very much, especially in the atate 
department, where the fees amount to 
much more than heretofore, owing to 
careful management.

A Week of Surprises in the History of 


Cripple Cxaek Gold Oamp.

At n depth of 
ninety-five feet a vein of white talo 
and crystalized quartz was encoun- 
tered, the vein being apparently about 
four feet in width. The ore Is fall of 
rusty gold, some of it being in large 
cubes which even old miners pronounce 
the most wonderful display of free gold 
they have ever seen.

There is much to indicate that this 


camp will be what expert mining men 
have been claiming all along, the great- 
est g-old camp in the world. There are 
now over thirty shipping mines and 
the advent of the railroad will double 
tho Dumber. 


One of the biggest strikes in the his- 


tory of Creede camp has been made in 
tbo Holy Moses, the original mine of 
Creede. It is a four-foot vein of good 
ore with an eighteen-inch streak run- 
ning- f 1,000 a ton. The,Manes will at 
once become one of the big- shippers of 
the camp. 


The IVfollie Gibson mine at Aspen 'is 


displaying marvelous capacity again 
tliis month, and is marketing some of 
the richest ore ever taken from a silver 
mine in the world. It is as possible for 
the mine to produce 1500,000 per month 
as it is $100,000. The owners, however, 
seem satisfied to pay a regular monthly 
dividend of 8150,000.

BEnr.ru, Oct. 81.— The epeech of Em- 


peror William at the Wittenburg cele- 
bration to-day •vrtll be of a politico-relig- 
ious nature. It will touch gingerly on 
the relations of church and state and 
will emphasize his opinion that evan- 
gelical monarchs, notably of the house 
of Hohenzollern, have always made the 
protections of religions liberty and tho 
toleration of heterodoxy one of the 
most conspicuous features of their do- 
mestic policies. Should the emperor 
make the last mentioned avowal un- 
equivocally, he will discourage, the 
Lutheran zealots who are trying to 
drive Prof. Barnacle from "the chair of 
theology in the Berlin university be- 
cause he does not believe in the im- 
maculate conception. 


The city of Wlttenburg has been 


decorated magnificently in honor of to- 
day's anniversary. Triumphal arches 
have been erected at tl o Bister Thor, 
and the Augustenm, the Collegien- 
strasse, Luther's house, Melanchthon's 
house, the Electoral place, the infantry 
barracks, and the whole market place 
are trimmed with neat masses of flags 
and bunting. Luther's bust is in every 
shop window and his picture is hung 
on nearly every private house. Des- 
pite the chilliness of the weather hun- 
dreds of peasants who had walked to 
the oity were obliged to sleep last night 
in the fields or in temporary sheds. 
Hotels and houses are overflowing. 


Dr. Luther, a physician, descended 


from the great reformer, has gone to 
Wittenburg to represent the Luther 
family at the consecration service. The 
mayors of Hamburg, Luebeck and Bre- 
men left yesterday afternoon to repre- 
sent at the celebration the old free 
cities. 


Lutheran churches throughout Ger- 


many were crowded at all services yes- 
terday, and all Lutheran clergymen 
preached reformation-day sermons. 


The Trafalgar Square Demonstration. 
LONDON. Oct. 31.— The socialist com- 


mittee of six appointed to arrange the 
Trafalgar square meeting on Novem- 
ber 8, the anniversary of "Bloody Sun- 
day," has formulated 
a resolution 


which will be presented and undoubt- 
edly passed at all platforms on that 
day. The resolution affirms that the 
number of unemployed workingmen in 
the United Kingdom, and especially 
in London, is increasing with alarming 
rapidity; that the suffering during the 
coming winter is likely to be unprece- 
dented, and that, therefore, tile imper- 
ial government, county councils ami 
all other bodies of authorities ought to 
prepare to supply employment on 
needed public works. 


The Trafalgar square meeting is be- 


ing boomed and organized by H. M. 
Eindman, J. Hunter Watts, Shaw Max- 
well and other conspicuous social deno- 
crats. The fund for the demonstration 
is under tho care of William Sanndera, 
and he reports that the contributions 
have far exceeded expectations.

Stuttgart announces the death of the 
queen of Wurtemberg. 


The dispatch in question probably 


does not refer to the consort of tho 
reigning king of Wurtemberg, but 
Queen Olga, widow of the' late King 
Charles I. The latter has been reported 
as ailing for several weeks, and several 
times was thought to be dying. She 
was the Grand Duchess Olga of Russia, 
being the sister of Alexander J. and 
aunt of the present czar. She was 
bonrin 1822, and was married in St. 
Petersburg at the age of 24. She led a 
poor life with her husband, tho most 
abandoned creature that has worn a 
crown in Europe.
